W assumoton, Feb. 19.—Judge A. P. 
Edgerton, who was recently removed 
from the office of civil service commis- 
sioner, has written an open letter to 
the president. He says, among other 
things: 


"I was indebted to you for the only 
appointive office I ever held. 
Ton now 
declare, by your action, that you regret 
the appointment. 
I, with equal right, 
can say I regret the acceptance« 
Yonr 
regret was never made known to me by 
you in any word, or utteranoe, or action, 
until now, at the close of your adminis- 
tration, aud the di^ befO(re my ranovaL. 
Of course,if you believe me unfit for the 
position or neglectful of my duty, you 
should have removed me long ago, but I 
presume there were prudent political 
reasons why you did not make the re- 
moval until aifter the election. 
In this 
regard it would almost seem as if you 
were willing to play false with the mug- 
wumiM to enable you to win with the 
democrats. And here, permit me to 
define the term "mugwump," as re- 
ferring to a class of ])olitioal reformers 
who have the spirit of reformation with- 
out the common sense and good judg- 
ment to reform, as reforms are not af- 
fected by unjust personal denunciation, 
but by reason. 


"The insult of the election placed you 
in a dilemma from which few people 
would have known how to extricate 
thiemselves. 
You found a man on your 
hands when the mugwumps had de- 
clared war upon an enemy to their civil 
service reform theories, and your j^an 
of becoming their representative in the 
future would be weakened or defeated if 
some assurance of your fidelity to their 
cause could not be secured.

The city collects so much money an- 
nually and it is early appropriated for 
various purposes, according to the seem- 
ing demands of a growing municipality 
and to this subject we want to direct at- 
tention. 


The city has decided on a water sup- 
ply from what is known as the well sys- 
tem. The first duty of the gentlemen 
intrusted with public affairs is to see 
that that plan is completed in every de- 
tail. Incidental and tributary to its 
success are perfect pumping facilities. 
We have contracted for the necessary 
machinery and it must be paid for. Next 
the capacity of the supply pipes through 
the streets must be equal to all require- 
ments and the importance of this feature 
is made painfully apparent by the fire 
losses of 1888. The reservoir, too, is to 
be completed, the fire department is to 
be distributed, strengUiened and sup- 
plied with such means as will enable 
them to battle with the worst conflagra- 
tions. 


As against these requirements all 
other subjects pale into insignificance 
and the authorities cannot fail to real- 
ize the situation. 


The unavoidable and immovable de- 
mands of the city require a certain por- 
tion of its revenue, but outside of these.
